called upon to sail. For a brief per¬ 
iod he was the dominating figure of [ 
the world and honorably stood for all j 
that was best and noblest in American I 
ideals. During the dreadful stress of j 
the mighty conflict he gave himself, 
his all, his best, for the Allied cause 1 
and for the greater glory of the j 
United States, faithfully following 
the guidance of his highest principles. I 
He as surely fought the war through 
and bore the tremendous burdens of 
the era as did any commander-in-1 
chief of the great armies in the field. 
He leaves his office a tragic figure, j 
broken in health, and tom of spirit, 
with the eonsumation of the mighty | 
mission he set himself still unfulfill¬ 
ed, a mission for which, perhaps, he ! 
has given his life as truly as many | 
of the heroic dead. 

Whatever his mistakes, whatever 
his failures, whatever his political 
vices, Woodrow Wilson will go down 
in history as one of America’s great 
men, as one of the arch heroes of 
the world’s Armageddon, who sought 
to make America greater than her¬ 
self, greater than her own. Not 
greater in conquest and wealth, hut 
greater in spiritual attainment, 
greater in soul. 

The very faults of his tempera¬ 
ment were great. The greatest phrase 
maker of his age, he strove to stern¬ 
ly abide by those great phrases that 
they mitrht become greater deeds. Yet 


by compromise, by the lesser great¬ 
ness of his strategy and diplomacy, 
bv "stooping to conquer,” he might 
have seen his mighty vision brought 
to fruition. For his greatest mistake, 
his bitterest failure, was the antago¬ 
nizing of the American Senate, with¬ 
out whose aid and co-operation his 
ideals could not be consumated. But 
for that arbitrary self-sufficiency and 
narrow political vision, the United 
States might be in the League of 
Nations today—a great and dominant 
power in that mighty league for re¬ 
trieving humanity from the hates and 
inti'igues, the greeds and jealousies 
and the incredible dementias that 
lead to ghastly, cruel and wicked 
wars. A eonsumation, we say, still 
devoutly to be wished. 

Another mistake of Wilson s 
founded, nevertheless, upon sentimen¬ 
tal justice, was his advocacy of the 
‘Leif deteimination of small peoples.” 
Theoretically this has all the ear¬ 
marks of the greater democracy, even 
though in practice it is proving the 
inspiration for more conflict and un¬ 
rest. For many small nations have 
been dependent so long and are un¬ 
learned in the complications, the bur¬ 
dens, the vast responsibilities of self- 
government, that the insidious creed 
of self-determination can occasion lit¬ 
tle but confusion and discontent at 
this stage of their history. But Wood- 
row Wilson sowed the fertile seed of 
“independence” and the ebullient agi¬ 
tators have seen to it that it is faith¬ 
fully cultivated to a rank growth 


without the essential years of prepar¬ 
ation and the slow but healthy de¬ 
velopment necessary to success. 

But if Woodrow Wilson has failed, 
it is not an ignoble failure—and is, 
The Times believes, merely a tempo¬ 
rary failure at that. And if he is 
broken-hearted today, his soul may 
yet reap the exaltation of seeing his 
great vision materialize, his life-work 
consumated by another great Ameri¬ 
can coming after him. His bravery, 
principles, his tremendous physical 
sacrifice will not have been in vain. 
America is a finer, nobler country to¬ 
day, no matter what his failures, for 
that fact that Woodrow Wilson was 
its President during the great world 

"Not for nothing did Wilson of the 
United States dominate the peace con¬ 
ference in France. Not for nothing 
did the whole world hang upon his 
words and the statesmen of the po¬ 
wers pay him tribute. His force of 
character, his outstanding personality 
his fearlessness in defying the old 
hateful but deep-rooted traditions, his 
magnanimous outlook, his internation¬ 
al mind commanded that faith in his 
own and America’s basic integrity 
which could not be denied. But he 
lacked the subtlety, the lesser ability 
to compromise, of a Lloyd George, lie 
lacked the elasticity of mind—and in 
his autocratic, unbending righteous¬ 
ness of purpose he temporarily de¬ 
feated his own great ends. 

“Why, man, he did bestride the 
world

The pathos of the inauguration was j 
furnished by the retiring President, 
who glided out of the picture as a 
ghostly shadow of a greatness that 
once encompassed the earth. Two 
vears ago I 10 seemed in the prime of 
physical manhood and his intellect 
was the dominant one of Christendom. I 
Today he appeared as little less than j 
a broken and battered hulk on the | 
shores of eternity. Weak and wan 
and wasted, he contributed a spec¬ 
tacle that inspired only smypathy. 
Even his enemies could indicate no 
rancor. But though physically broken 
the mind is still alert, and masterful. 
Perhaps it will become more mellow 
and serene now that the sceptor of 
authority has passed. Immediate his-| 
tory will do Woodrow Wilson the jus¬ 
tice of endowing him with a passion 
for the highest ideals — ideals to 
which he gave the most unselfish de¬ 
votion. He was a Sir Galahad in 
quest of the Holy Grail. But he was 
one that walked alone. That he fail¬ 
ed in the fruition of his hopes was 
due to his neglect to secure the en¬ 
thusiastic co-operation of his fellows. 
He would not only direct the orches¬ 
tra, but he would play all the instru- J 
ments.

SOLARIO. 

Ecee Homo (Behold the Man) by 
Andrea Solario, presents an entirely 
different conception of Christ. A 
bleeding head crowned with thorns Is 
against a black background. The red 
robe has fallen from one shoulder, 
leaving the arm and part of the chest 
nude. The hands are tied together, 
one holding a long thin pointed stick. 
The face is almost stern with Its 
tightly drawn mouth. The eyes are 
lowered and there Is a tear drop 
falling from the left one. Indeed so 
remarkable Is this painted tear drop 
that people stand fascinated before 
the picture, some of them declaring 
it is a real tear. The face shows 
the Man In deep thought. The pic¬ 
ture is in the gallery at Milan and 
Is by far the most striking of the 
entire collection. 

Andrea Solario, who is responsible 
for the work, was a painter of Milan, 
born in 1460. He studied In Venice 
for a time and on his return to Milan 
fell under the influence of Leonardo 
da Vinci and was sent by the latter 
to complete some of the former’s work 
for Cardinal d’Amboise. His work 
was so like that of da Vinci, both In 
drawing and coloring, that It Is some¬ 
times difficult to tell It apart. Ecee 
Homo, his masterpiece, was painted 
In 1515, shortly before his death.

Durer was born at Nuremburg In 
1471. At an early age he displayed 
great talent in drawing and In 1485 
ids father apprenticed him to the 
great painter Wohlgemuth, with 
whom he studied several years. Lat¬ 
er he studied in Venice and traveled 
to alt the art centers, where he made 
friends with the most noted men of 
bis time, being particularly friendly 
with Martin Luther.

Famous Painting: 
of Our Savior’s /

It seems fitting that at Faster time 
one’s thoughts should turn to the art 
galleries which contain the famous 
paintings portraying the crucifixion 
and resurrection of our Savior. For 
generations most of them have hung 
upon the walls of museums of Eu¬ 
rope and have been an inspiration 
not only to lovers of art, but to all 
Christians as well who have studied 
and admired the conception of the 
artist and the munner in which that 
has been portrayed on the 


conception 
canvas. 

RUBENS. 

One of the world’s most noted 
paintings showing Christ on the Cross 
Is by Peter Paul Rubens. It has but 
tile one figure—the dying Christ, 
hanging on the cross. The back¬ 
ground is dark, the sky being almost 
black, which brings out more fully the 
real beauty and richness of the work. 
The head of < Hirist has fallen against 
the right arm and a peaceful ex¬ 
pression is on the face, showing that 
the agony has passed. The body 
has sagged and the muscles of the 
arms are prominent. Blood trickles 
from tlie nail holes in the hands and 
feet, while that from the wound In the 
side lias dripped on the loin cloth, 
which is draped in graceful fashion. 
The figure is well drawn, being a 
perfectly natural form of a tall slen¬ 
der man of the age of Christ at the 
time of His crucifixion. 

Rubens painted many pictures t 
the Christ, but this one Is by far the 
most striking and beautiful. He was- 
the chief master of the Flemish school 
of painting, and was one of the most 
versatile artists of all times. Be¬ 
ginning the study of art early In 
life he worked under many famous 
painters, particularly In Venice and 
Rome. He was a man of scholarly 
attainments, speaking six languages, 
and was intimately acquainted with 
nearly every ruler in Europe, the ma¬ 
jority of whom gave him commis¬ 
sions for pictures. He died at Ant¬ 
werp in 1640. 

DURER. 

Another great canvas showing 
Christ on the Cross is the work of 
Albrecht Durer, and like the one of 
Rubens shows only the figure of the 
Savior. The background is an almost 
inky cloud with the fading sunset 
sky near one foot of the cross, and 
a few trees standing in the fore¬ 
ground. The figure is stretched on 
the cross and there is no wound in 
the side, the only blood showing be¬ 
ing a few drops on the right hand. 
The body lias sagged slightly, and 
the loin cloth flutters in the wind. 
The crown of thorns Is pressed down 
on the head, the sweet sad face is up¬ 
raised. the eyes ire turned toward 
heaver; in the agony, and the mouth 
slightly opened as If He were In the 
act of speaking.
